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An increase of $34,115 over last 
the city budget for 1946-47 
was approved at $173,580 by the 
Upland city council Wednesday 
night at a, special meeting held 
' Specifically for budget considera- 

tion. 
The biggest single increase was 
granted to the police department 
which was allowed an expendi- 
ture of $48,204 as compared to 
the $36,736 granted last year for 
a boost of $5,468. 

INCREASE PARK 

The fire department received 

an appropriation of $15,715, an 


* increase of $3,808 over the $11,907 


budget the previous year while 
the council granted $13,682 for 
city parks which is $3,473 more 
than allowed lasi year. 

The new budget is a general in- 
crease in every respect except 
the appropriations for sanitation 
and bonds and interest, both of 
which show a slight drop. Most of 
the increase is a result of 15 per 
cent and other salary raises given 
the city employes recently. 

In order to keep the budget 
as low as possible the council, 
upon the recommendation of City 
Manager R: G. Manley, eliminat- 
ed the $5,000 emergency fund re- 
quested in the budget submitted 
last night for council action. 

FCUR CHANGES 

The council made four changes 
in the budget presented for its 
consideration last night, increas- 
ing two and cutting the others. 
The request from the police de- 
partment for $58,021 was pushed 
down to $48,204 and the library

NOTHING LIKE IT ANYWHERE AND COSTIS MODERATE ne |

The automobile shortage is 
purely an academic phenomenum 
to Mary Sullivan and Joyce Gore, 
11-year-olders residing at the Up- 
land Inn, 

They have designed and con- 
structed their own, the new, im- 
proved, high-speed ‘‘Boxmobile,” 
utilizing three power sources, and 
they have designated it their 1947 
model because “there just isn’t 
anything like it.” 

It’s called “Boxmobile” because 
it’s made of “six or seven” dis- 
carded crates of the Upland Cit- 
rus association and the Upland 
Lemon Growers association ob- 
tained at 8 o’clock one morning 
from the Bane Plumbing com- 
pany. 

TRIAL, ERROR 

It is a one-door, two-seat se- 
dan and represents the culmina- 
tion of three weeks’ practical ex- 
perience by trial and painful er- 
ror. 

It rolls on two pairs skates and 
two bed casters to give it 10 
wheels, and they explain that the 
evolution as follows: To begin 
with they used eight bed casters 
but that didn’t give them speed. 
The roller skates were substitut- 
ed, but eight weren’t sufficient 
because they unbalanced the ma- 
chine. Now, the two bed: casters 
are back on and the vehicle has 
both speed and balance. 

The “Boxmobile” has one pri- 
mary source and two auxiliary 
aides. Going down hill it just 
moves along by momentum and 
that’s one of the auxiliaries. Then, 
they have a sail, and it works 
fine on level sidewalks on Windy 
days. But the essential generator 
is “Joyce-power,” the strong right 
leg of Joyce Gore pushing ‘“‘here’”’ 
and “back there’ to make the 
“Boxmobile” go places, That, too, 
explains why it is a one-door 
sedan.

Dairy Industry 
Here Discussed 


Streamlined operation of the 
local milk industry,, which pro- 
vides a sizeable payroll in the 
community, was explained to Up- 
land Lions club members by Har- 
old C. Musser, a club member 
and one of the proprietors of the 
Shady Grove dairy. The Lions 
met Thursday noon in the Upland 
Woman’s club house. 

“Within a short time we hope 
to invite the public to visit our 
new milk-handling plant and 
creamery so the peopple will real- 
ize that everything is being done 
to supply the finest possible pro- 
duct,” he said. Expressing - ap+ 
preciation for the loyalty of peo- 
ple in Upland, Mr. Musser, one 
of four sons in the C. S. Musser 
family, said “the dairy has grown 
in the past and we hope to con- 
tinue to grow with the commun- 
ity. We are confident it will con- 
tinue to expand.” 

Mr. Musser explained that new 
milk-handling equipment was in- 
stalled in a new and enlarged 
creamery about three months ago 
and that an “open house” is plan- 
ned when certain materials are 
available to fully complete the 
new building. 

The new plant permits stream- 
line handling of the milk through 
a modern fast-cooling system and 
automatic bottling plant. Milk is 
now cooled to 87 degrees at the

There is some promise that a 
chemical has been found that 
may be applied cheaply and safe- 
ly to control “forest weed,” ac- 
cording to Supervisor William A. 
Peterson of the San Bernardino 
national forest. 


It is 2,4-D, known as dichloro- 
phenoxacetic acid, closely related 
to plant hormones. 

If used in microscopic amounts, 
it acts on some plants as a grow- 
th stimulant, but if silghtly larg- 
er amounts are used it upsets 
normal growth processes and kills 
the plants.
